presented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : 
SEC. 1. .Neither descent,near or remote 


from an African whether such African is 
or may have been a slave or not; no; 
color of skin, shall disqualify any persoi 
from being, or prevent any person from be 
coming, a citizens of this State ; nor de- 
prive such persons of the rights and privil- 
eges of a citizens thereof. 


SEC. 2. Every slave who shall come, or 


be brought, or be in this State, with the 
consent of his or her master or mistress, 
who shall come, or be brought, or be, in- 
voluntarily in this State shall be free. 


SEC. 3. Every person, who shall hold or 


attempt to hold, in this State, in slavery, 
or as a slave, any person mentioned as a 
slave in the second section of this act, or any 
free person of color, in any form, under any 
pretence, or for any time however short, 
shall he deemed guilty of felony, and on 
conviction thereof, shall be 
confined in 


the State prison at hard labor for a term 
not less than two nor more ten years.

Effects of Charcoal on Flowers. 


Tlie following extract cannot fail to be 


interesting to the botonist nnd the chemist, 
as well as to every lady who has a rose- 
bush in her garden,.or a flower-pot in her 
parlor. It is from the Paris Hortorictil- 
tural Review. The experiments described 
were made by Robert lierauds, who says : 


"About a year ago I made a bargain for 


a rose-bush of magnificent growth and full 
buds. I wailed for them to blow and ex- 
pected roses worthy of such a noble plant, 
and of the praise bestowed upon it bv the 
vender. At length, when it bloomed, all 
my hopes were blasted. The (lowers were 
of a faded color, and I discovered that I had 
only a middling multiflora, stale-colored 
enough. I therefore resolved to sacrifice it 
to some experiments which I had in view. 
My attention hadbeen captivated with the 
effect of charcoal, as stated in some English 
publications. I then covered the earth in 
the pot in which my rose-hush was, about 
half an inch deep with pulverized charcoal. 
Some days after, I was astonished to see 
the rose, which bloomed of as fine a lively 
rose color as I could wish."
